Because hay fever is more prevalent 
in August than in any other month, 
it is popularly supposed that pollen 
from flowers is the cause. But why 
pollen from August's flowers and not 
from those blooming in othe1 months 
of the year? To answer that the ad- 
herents of the pollen theory pick on 
the golden rod. But hay fever claims 
its victims in places where there is no 
golden rod and residents of large cities 
who never are within miles of that 
popular wild flower at any time often 
suffer the most severely. And if pol- 
len is the cause of the disease why ave 
not all who live in the country afflict- 
ed and all who live in the city immune? 

The writer who suggested that 
physicians turn their attention to hay 
fever may or may not bea sufferer 
but in any event he puts up to thema 
puzzle worthy of their fullest consider- 
ation. That it is not ordinarily a 
fatal malady dogs not make the hay 
fever problem less important. The 
fact that it seemingly is such a simple 
and more or less harmless affliction 
makes it seem that the answer to the 
problem should be easy to discover, 
Seemingly of a similar nature to 
influenza, it is not se often fatal, but 
it causes a great amount of suffering 
each year.

Sweet Clover 
For Hay 


There has always been some divers- 


ity of opinion with regard to the value 
of sweet clover for hay, and while it is 
generally considered to be quile pala- 
table and nutritious if cured at the 
proper stage, it is safe to say that it is 
more difficult 
table than alfalfa. 
much more quickly than the stems, 


to cure and less pala- 


The leaves dry up 


with the result that by the time the 
crop is dry and ready for storage, a 
large proportion of the leaves will 
have been shattered through hauling, 
Since the spring growth is very rapid, 
the first cutting is usually ready be- 
fore the weather has become settled, 
and proper curing is therefore made 
more uncertain, When grown on 
very vich soil, the growth is likely to 
be rank and coarse, the plants often 
reaching a height of two to four feet 
even before the buds appear. Hay 
made of this coarse material will cure 
with diffieully and make poor hay. 
Under these conditions, it might be 
well to clip the crop back earlier in| 
the season, If clipped back in this, 
way, leaving rather a high stubble, | 
the quality of the evop can be greatly 
improved by forcing a new growth of 
finer shoots from the basal stems,

Slavery Still Practiced

League of Nations Recommends 
Universal Abolition of System 

Slavery is openly practiced in sev- 
eral Asiatic Mohammedan states, par- 
ticularly in the Arabian peninsula, in- 
cluding the kingdom of the Hedjaz, 
where many slaves are girls who come 
from the Far East as pilgrims to 
Mecca, says a report by the slavery 
commission of the League of Nations 
published at Geneva, 

The commission recommends uni- 
versal abolition of the legal status of 
slavery, and would give every slave 
the right to freedam without payment 
of money. It suggests the establish- 
ment of a concentration point to which 
freed slaves may be sent pending their 
return to the country of their origin 
and also recommends the extension of 
the right to the pursue slave dealers, 

The league commission suggests the 
| prohibition of compulsory labor except 
for public works, for which there must 
be adequate pay.
